ADMINISTRATION OF DADRA AND NAGAR HAVELI. 
(U.T.) 

NOTIFICATION 
SUvatia, tbe 3rd April, 1984 

No. ADM/SCS/383/84.—^The followfaiit draft of certain 
rule* which the Administrator, Dadra and Nagar Haveli pro¬ 
pose* to make in exercise 6f the powers conferred by sub- 
•actlon (1) of Section 24 of the Bombay Ijind Improvement 
SfcjMoie Art, 1942 , (No. 28 of 1942), In force in the State 


of Gujarat and extended to the IJT of Dadra and Nagar 
Haveli vide Government of India, Ministry of Home Affairs. 
Notification No. 857(E) dt. 22-11-83, is published as requured 
by sub-section (3) of Section 24 of the said Act, for the 
information of aU persons likely to be affected thereby and 
notice is hereby given that the said draft rules will be taken 
into consideration after the expiry of thirty days from the 
date of publication m the Official Gazette. 

Any objections or suggestions, which 'received by the Secre¬ 
tary to the Administrator, Dadra and Nagar Haveli, at Silvassa 
with respect to the said draft, will be considered by the 
Administrator. 

DRAFT RULES 

1. Short title .—These rules may be called the Dadra and 
Nagar Haveli Land Improvement Scheme Rules, 1984. 

2. Definitions.—In these rules, unless there is anything 
repugnant in the subject or context;— 

(a) ‘Act’ means the Bombay Land Improvement Schemes 
Act, 1942 as in force in the State of Gujarat and 
extended to Dadra and Nagar Haveli. 

(b) ‘Form’ means a form appended to these rules. 

(c) Words and expression* used in this Act but not 
defined shall have .the meaning assigned to them in 
the Dadra and Nagar Haveli Land Revenue Ad¬ 
ministration, Regulation, 1971. (No. 2 of 1971). 

3. Notice of publication of scheme imder section 5 (2).— 
Simultaneously with the publication of a scheme under sub¬ 
section (2) of section 5 of the Act, the Board shall give a 
notice in Form No.l in English as well as in Gujarati, of the 
publication of the scheme to all persons affected thereby. The 
Notice shall be given by affixing a copy thereof on the notice 
board in the office of the Collector and of the Mamlatdar 
concerned and at conspicuous places in the village or villages, 
affected by the scheme. 

4. Manner of publication of scheme under section (9) 2._ 

On a scheme being sanctioned under sub-section (1) of section 
9 of the Act, the Board shall publish it in the Official Gazette 
and in such local newspapers, if any, as it may decide and by 
afilxing notices in Form II in EngUsh a* well as in Gujarati 
on the notice boards in the offices of the Collector and of the 
Mamlatdar and at conspicuous places in the village or villages, 
affected by the scheme, 

5. Preparation of statement and entries in record of rights 
under section 13.—(1) *1116 statement under sub-section (1) 
of section 13 of the Act shall be in Form HI and prepared in 
Gujarati language. It shall be sent in triplicate by the Soil 
Conservation Officer to the Mamlatdar as soon as possible 
after the Ist day of April in each year. 

(2) On receipt of the statement, the Mamlatdar shall retain 
one copy and shall forward the other two copies to the 
talatbi of the village ooncemed. 

(3) The talathi shall make the necessary entries In the muta¬ 
tion register (Village Form VI) corresponding to each entry 
in the statement. 

(4) After the entry in the mutation register is certified as re¬ 
quired by section 143 of Dadra and Nagar Haveli Land Re¬ 
venue Administmtion RegulaUon, 1971, the talathi shaU 
transfer the entry to the record of rights under the column 
'other ligfata'. 
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5, Alteration of statenlent prepared under section 13.— 
in Form III and return one of the copies to the Soil Conserva¬ 
tion Officer through the Mamlatdar. 

5. Alteration of statement prepared under section 13.— 
when the entries in record of rights are altered on account of 
change of ownership of land, corresponding changes shall be 
carried out by the Marhlatdar under his signature in column 
II of the statement in Form III prepared under section 13 
and received by him under rule 5. 

6. (1> Notice of entry upon land under section 16.—The 
notice to be given by a person authorised by the Board or the 
Collector under section 16 of the Act shall be in Form IV 
and in Gujarati language. 

(2) The notice shall be served on the owner, occupier or 
person interested in the land,— 

(a) Personally by delivering or tendering to him, or 

(b) through his agent, if any by delivering or tendering 

it to the agents or 

(c) by aflSxing a copy thereof to some conspicuous place 
on the land to which it relates, or 

(d) by post. 

7. (1) Extent of enhancement of rent and conditions subject 
to which enhancement may be made under section 18.—■ 
The owner of any land included in a scheme in any area in 
which levy or rent payable by a tenant is regulated under any 
law lor the time being in forcei may, after three years from the 
date on which the scheme comes into force under section 10 
of the Act, enhance the rent payable by a tenant in receipt of 
such land by not more than 10 per cent, of the rent payable 
on .the date on which the scheme comes into force.
